REAL FROST=PROOF CABBAGE 
PLANTS 


The Frostproof Cabbage Plant has become so well known that it is 
hardly necessary to point out its advantages. 


On our farms the soil and climate are especially adapted to the 
growing of hardy, tough, healthy cabbage plants. The plants make a 
slow growth during the early part of the winter and spring, and soon 
become very tough and hardy. They will stand a temperature of 20 
‘degrees above zero without injury and can be shipped to territory with 
a colder climate. Light snows, sleet, and moderate freezes will not 
hurt them, and they can be set in the open four to six weeks earlier 
than hotbed plants. The top of the plant. does not grow, but the root 
becomes established, enabling the plant to make a rapid start, and 
mature headed cabbage two or three weeks earlier. 


Piedmont Field-grown Frostproof Cabbage Plants will produce 
bumper crops early enough to get top prices. 


VARIETIES 


EARLY JERSEY WAKEFIELD— 
65 days from plants. Many market 
gardeners consider this the best 
early cabbage in cultivation. The 
head is pointed in shape, medium 
size, and is white, solid and tender. 
Plants ready Jan. 1 to June. 


CHARLESTON WAKEFIELD— 
75 days from plants. This is a 
selection from the Early Jersey 
Wakefield, a week to ten days later, 
but makes a much larger head. It 
stands pre-eminent as the _ best 
spring cabbage for the South. The 
heads are pointed and large in size 
for an early cabbage. Plants ready 
Jan. 1st to June. 
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GOLDEN ACRE—65 days from 
plants. An extra early Copenhagen 
Market with a smaller head, but 
matures a little earlier. Heads are 
round and solid. Plants ready Jan. 
1st to July. 


COPENHAGEN MARKET — 70 
days from plants. This is the 
earliest of the round headed va- 
rieties, and produces larger heads 
than any cabbage equally as early. 
The heads are heavy in weight, 
ball shaped, solid and firm, fine 
texture, and _ splendid quality.

EARLY FLAT DUTCH—85 days 
from plants. A medium early va- 
riety, excellent for shipping and 
kraut. The heads are very solid 
and distinctly flattened on top, 
large in size, and excellent quality.

DANISH BALLHEAD or HOL- 
LANDER—100 days from plants. 
Most widely used and the best of 
the late cabbages; desirable for 
shipping, storage, and for kraut. 
Heads deep round, very hard and 
decidedly compact. Plants ready 
March to June. 





MARION MARKET—74 days from plants. A Yellows or wilt-resistant 
type of Copenhagen Market. Same shape head as Copenhagen, but will 
make a crop on land infested with yellows disease where ordinary va- 
rieties fail. Plants ready March to June.

They produce 
onions two to three times larger than sets, and seldom run to seed. They 
can be set early, the same time you would put out sets or cabbage plants.

Piedmont Field-Grown Tomato Plants are grown in the 
open field where they are acclimated to outdoor temperature. 
which enables them to be set in the open field. They are not 
frostproof as it is impossible to grow frostproof tomato 
plants. However, they are not like the tender seedlings you 
get from a greenhouse, but are large, stalky plants, hardy 
enough to make a quicker start than greenhouse plants. 

Our field-grown tomato plants are grown from the best 
certified seed, which is disinfected before planting on disease 
free land. They are thoroughly sprayed by high pressure 
sprayers from the time they come up. This insures you true 
to name, disease free plants. 

Our plants are carefully selected in the field as they are 
pulled one at a time. Each plant has a well developed root 
_ system. Many people think tomato plants are too tender a 
plant to ship long distances successfully. However, the way 
we wrap them with damp moss and paper, and pack them in 
special crates, we can deliver them in good condition any- 
where east of the Rockies. * 


VARIETIES 


BONNY BEST. A fine variety for early market and 
home garden. Vines are vigorous and fruit bright scarlet 
in color, and uniform in ripening. 


PRITCHARD or SCARLET TOPPER. A wilt resistant 
variety similar to the Marglobe but earlier. It is disease 
resistant and very productive. The fruit is scarlet, large, 
smooth and globular. in shape. 


MARGLOBE. Wilt resistant tomato developed by U.'S. 
Department of Agriculture. Fruit medium size, smooth 
and solid; globe shape, scarlet color, good shipper. Has 
become very popular for main crop. . 


RUTGERS. A new wilt resistant variety rapidly coming 
into favor in the eastern canning sections. Similar to the 
Marglobe in many characteristics, it produces slightly 
larger fruit and more foliage. Scarlet in color, it ripens 
from the inside out. 


GREATER BALTIMORE. A mid-season variety, very 
popular for main crop and canning. Probably more of this 
variety used by large canners than any other variety. Very 
dependable, producing extra heavy crop of large firm 
tomatoes. |

HOW TO GROW SWEET POTATOES: A warm, well drained, sandy 
loam is the best land for sweet potatoes. After plowing and harrowing 
thoroughly, lay off rows 3 feet apart and drill 500 to 1,000 pounds of 
commercial fertilizer, containing plenty of potash but not much nitro- 
gen. List on the fertilizer, and knock off the top of the ridge. Set the 
plants 15 inches apart. Cultivate thoroughly until the vines begin to run. 
Harvest when mature or when frost kills the vines. Store in a warm 
cellar or building where the temperature does not go below 50 degrees.
